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; DOWN THE AGES WITH DAD 


Time was, according to the Outline of History and_ other 
authorities on man, when to be a he was to possess about all the 
prerogatives the scope of human achievement could give any in- 
dividual. The grown man was somebody. He had to be, for it 
was conquer or croak. 
The tribe was organized to put some loose limit to the tendency 
of the male to be what he has since fatuously denominated himself— 
that lord of creation. In the original tribel, all men evcept the 
Old Man, were compelled to cut down their privileges and cede 
a share of them to a single chieftain. This resulted in a decrease 
of man’s license and although the scientists would have us be- 
lieve that through the ages man’s head has grown to make room 
for an expanding mind, it is nevertheless true that there has been 
a shrinking of his head, too. When first he admitted that 
some other he might have a bigger say in the conduct of kuman 
affairs, then began the gradual loss of rights that has its present 
but deplorably not final stage in present-day curbing. 

The Nevada assemblyman who said: “They have taken our 
women away from us by constitutional amendments. They have 
taken our liquor way from us and now they want to take our 
children away,” was unwittingly speaking out of the ancient mem- 
ories all men have, harking back toythe day of pure and unregulated 
democracy. 

The history of man has been a story of his conquest of nature 
Instead of the all-benign friend, nature is the deadly enemy of man. 
Nature produces vortical cataclysms and microscopic organisms 
With eqital power to do the strongest and wisest man under with 
surpassing ease. And so, we recognized that his victory has been 
wrested from nature. uate 

But he has also waged another battle and in this one, his 
enemy has been his own nature. Man came from dirt, lives on and 
from dirt and goes back to dirt, but he has a glorious span above 
it, having developed what we believe to be a soul. He achieved 
the soul by his conquest of human nature, his own nature. 

; Now, no winning battle can be fought without sacrifices. In 
putting up a gradually widening fight for victory against nature and 
himself, man has found it imperative to give up gradually the 
privileges he occasionally mourns. 


HERE IS PUBLIC OWNERSHIP 

~ David F. Houston, formerly Secretary of Agriculture, is now 
president of the Bell Telephone Securities Company of New York. 
It is his job to dispose of the bondsand stocks of the telephone 
corporations. The policy of the company is to secure as wide 
a distribution, particularly of stocks, as possible. As a result, the 
stockholders of the American Telephone and Telegraph Company 
aow number nearly 350,000, of whom 65,000 are emploves of the 
company or its associated corporations. The largest stockholder 
owns less than two per cent of all the stock, and ao group has 
control. 

This is a policy which has in recent years been adopted by a 
great many of the largest corporations of the country. The public 
utilities companies, which only a few years ago were owned by a 
few thousand stockholders, with small groups in control, now 
have more than 2,000,000 stockholders. The United States Steel 
Corporation has nearly 160,000 stockholders. The Standard Oil 
group have 300,000. Armour and Company have 77,000, Swift 
and Company 47,000 and the larger railroad system over 800,000. 
Here is a picture of a great transition which has taken place, 
or is taking place, before our very eyes, and though its meaning is 
tremendous, there is little noise about it. It is ushering in a new 
era, in which the condition of the average citizen is vastly improved 
and made more secure. 

There is small doubt that the United States is being industrailiz 
ed. Farmers can get ip on this, or stay out, just as they’ please. 
If the money they invested in’ fake schemes, and in land at inflated 
prices during their prosperous period of 1916 to 1920 had gone into 
stocks and bonds of legitimate institutions, the worst would have 
been taken out of the subsequent depression, and the recent in- 


dustrial prosperity would have been shared by them.—Agricultural

to discard the extravagent and in- 
jurious ilesh food tor a more de- 
licate and wholesome — substitute. 
Although the most conymon use of 
eggs is as a cooked dish used in 
the meal as is meat, egxs also may 
be used raw as milk is used. Some 
people like raw eggs eaten 
straight or with a pinch of salt; 
the majority, however, will not 
find them palatable in this form, 
but there are many ways of mak- 
ing them palatable while raw, even 
to the most tinicky taste. For in- 
stance, an cegeg-nogg can be made 
of milk, flavored with any kind of 
flavoring that appeals to the taste. 
Or an egg can:be shaken up with 
any kind of fruit juice. Or if the 
Whites and yolks are beaten uv 
separately, and afterward com- 
bined, with the addition of a little 
sugar or some sweet fruit, the com- 
bination is very palatable. 

Raw eggs, soft-boiled, or poach- 
ed eggs, are popularly considered 
easicr to digest than those that are 
hard-boiled and so they are if the 
white of the hard-boiled egg is not 
thoroughly masticated. When the 
white is well chewed the hard-boil- 
ed egg is as digestible as any other 
kind. Jorissenne, a Frenth dietet- 
ist. states that he regards the yolk 
of raw, soft-boiled, and hard-boiled 
cggs as equally digestible. The 
white of soft-boiled eggs, being 
semi-liquid, offers little more re- 
sistance tc the digestive juices than 


ray white. The white of hard- 
hoiled egg is not generally very 
thoroughly masticated. Unless 


finely divided, it offers mare re- 
sistance to the digestive juices than 
the fluid or semi-fluid white. Pro- 
vided mastication is thorough, 
marked differénces in the com- 
pleteness of digestion of the three 
sorts of eggs will not be found.
